Syria's Saraj: 
- A New Nasser? 


If President Gamal Abdel Nasser is Egypt's 
Hitler, Lieut. Col. Aboul Hamid Saraj may well 
be Syria’s Nasser. With Iraq asking the United 
States for more arms aid to match the Soviet 
aid to Syria, and with Iraq warning Syria against 
aggression, the whole shaky Middle East equi­ 
librium is being threatened by this little known 
man. 
Col. Sara I is chief of the Syrian Deuxieme 
Bureau (intelligence corps). It has now become 
apparent that the Syrian army took over effec­ 
tive control of the country on October 31, when 
the hostilities in Egypt broke out and when a 
state of emergency was declared in Syria. 
The recent strong drift of Syria toward 
Soviet Russian domination is blamed on Col. 
Saraj. Yet he is believed to be by no means a 
Communist, but an extrem e Arab nationalist who 
has an abiding and unreasoning admiration for 
Nasser 
And this dark haired, handsome bache­ 
lor. now in his mid-thirties, in recent years has 
been drawing around him a following of nation­ 
alist. pro-Egyptian younger officers. 
When the lid blew off in Egypt and Col. 
Saraj was assuming control in Syria, President 
Shukri Kuwatly of Syria was making a state visit 
to the Soviet Union. On November 3 in Moscow 
he accepted Soviet offers of assistance with the 
remark that his hosts were “honest men who are. 
willing to support us in these difficult tim es.’* 
Five days later, President Kuwatly having re­ 
turned to Syria in the meantime, the first Soviet 
MIG-17 fighter jets were reported in Syria. 
By November l l , British military observers 
were reporting that Syria, with its untrained 
army of 25,000 had received Soviet arms valued 
at $56 million. These were said to include at 
least IOO medium tanks, IOO armored weapons 
carriers, up to IOO self-propelled guns. 
Syria has broken off relations with Britain 
and France, and pumping stations have been 
wrecked on the pipeline through Syrian terri­ 
tory (from Iraq) owned by the British-American 
Iraq Petroleum Company. 
But Syria itself has 
no oil. Without the pipeline rentals, it would 
lose up to 85 per cent of its revenues. 
Syrian, Egyptian, and Jordanian military 
forces, by an agreement of Oct. 24, are linked 
in a joint command in case of war. 
Syria is 
bound to Egypt., Saudi Arabia, and Yemen by 
mutual defense agreements. 
Also, Syria is a 
member of the Arab League, which concluded 
a Treaty of Joint Defense in .tune 1950. Other 
League members are Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, Leba­ 
non, Libya, Saudi Arabia, Sudan, and Yemen.

It is impassible to say that econom ic sanctions have 
not been levied upon G reat Britain and I* ranee in tho 
•ea se that th ese two countries, on the approach of 
w inter, are unable to obtain the fuel essen tial for a 
m odern 
industrial 
state. 
T hese sanctions arc also 
being levied upon other W estern European nations 
which have not com e within the displeasure ot the 
P resident of the United States whose authority has 
sustained them throughout the period of the to ld War 
and w hose authority can now reduce them to the 
econom ic and social level of thase A siatic and African 
nations who now seem to hold the balance ot pow ct 


in the U nited N ations. 


Should

long 
enough, it could result in unem ploym ent of such 
d im ension s in W estern Europe as could force upon 
the people abject subm ission to Soviet R ussia. This 
Is the picture which m ay today seem extrem e hut 
which could within a month be a ghastly reality 
and rather than wait a m onth to be proved right, 
ll is preferable lo say it now with the hope thai 
the prophecy m ay be proved wrong. 


The question arises w hether these econom ic sanc­ 
tions are a m atter of pique or policy. 
Sir Winston 
Churchill once said to m e that he. Churchill, had to 
go along with Franklin D. R oosevelt in som e m atters 
because G reat Britain w as a dependent nation. 
How 
dependent the British are upon the United States is 
fully apparent now when the British have taken a 
step on their own to prevent, if possible, the absorp­ 
tion of the Arab world in the Soviet U niversal State. 
This step w as taken without prior consultation with 
the U nited States; whereupon the full force of A m eri­ 
can antagon ism is im plem ented notw ithstanding the 
now indisputable fact that Soviet R ussia had m ade a 
puppet of N asser, had established an enorm ous arsenal 
in Sinai and Syria, and w as underm ining existent 
governm ents in other Arab countries. 
D espite this. the Hungarian atrocities w ere ordered 
played down in the United N ations so as not to outrage 
public 
opinion sufficiently to divert attention from 
K gypt. 
It is a situation not unlike that w hich helped 
to destroy the League of N ations and did eventually 
reduce Japan from the stabilizing power in Asia to a 
m inor state. 
From about 1915 to 1931, Japan engaged 
in im perialistic acts in M anchuria, ending in the con­ 
quest of that part of China and the establishm ent of 
M anchukuo. 
The problem that Japan faced w as to 
prevent M anchuria and E astern Inner M ongolia from 
being absorbed by Soviet R ussia. 
In the handling of 
this situation, particularly after the Bolshevik R evo­ 
lution of 1917, Japan m ade som e very serious m istakes. 


But the m ain objective w as not an error, nam e­ 
ly that as China w as unable to defend her boun­ 
daries. if Japan did not step in, R ussia would, and 
that R ussia would use this area as a springboard 
for revolution throughout Asia. Japan would have 
su cceed ed in stopping R ussian conquest of Man­ 
churia hut for the intervention of the United States, 
which solo defeated Japan. 


The W estern countries have been a m atch for 
H itler because he em ployed profanities which they 
understood; the W est is constantly being tricked 
and fooled by the R ussians w ho em ploy a dialectic 
w hich is so alien to the W estern mind that it 
ration alizes w hat it cannot understand and gener­ 
a lly rationalizes in favor of the R ussians while 
assu m in g that it is doing som ething against them . 


It is because of this that Soviet Russia has been 
able to achieve a split of vast dimensions between the 
United States and Great Britain. 
Neither Kaiser 
Wilhelm nor Hitler nor anti-American Britishers nor 
anti-British Americans could achieve as much.

About a year from today, if all 
goes a s expected, a prototype of 
the first true intercontinental m is­ 
sile, a Ram jet known a s N ava­ 
ho. w ill he tested in the C arib­ 
bean proving grounds. And about 
eighteen months from today, a c ­ 
cording to present .schedules, a 
greater and more terrible w ea ­ 
pon, the intercontinental ballistic 
m issile, known as A tlas, w ill also 
he tested. 


To 
m ost 
people 
th ese 
facts 
m ay seem worth no m ore than a 
passing 
glance. 
Y et 
the 
near 
prospect of the testing of th ese 
w eapons has profoundly revolu­ 
tionary im plications, 
w hich 
are 
causing passionate debate in the 
Pentagon and the N ational S e­ 
curity Council. 
The outcom e of 
the debate will deeply a ffect the 
econom y and the grand strategy 
of the United States, and indeed, 
this country’s chances of su rvival 
in any future war. 
To under­ 
stand what the debate is about, 
the basic facts about the m issile 
w eapons 
must 
be 
understand. 
N avaho is designed to travel to 
its target at a speed of over 2,OOO 
m iles an hour, at an altitude ot 
wi.ooo to 80,000 feet. 
A tlas, an 
entirely different kind of m issile, 
is designed to travel at the fan­ 
tastic speed of 16.000 m iles an 
hour or m ore, reaching a m axi­ 
m um altitude of around 600 m iles. 


Both m issiles are of intercon­ 
tinental range — m ore than 5.000 
m iles. 
But the d ifferen ces b e­ 
tw een them are crucial. 
N avaho 
can he intercepted and shot down 
by m eans now known or project­ 
ed. 
A tlas cannot. 
N avaho will 
probably be capable of carryin g 
a s a w arhead only a rather sm all 
atom ic bomb. The A tlas w arhead 
w ill be a very powerful hydrogen 
bom b. 


T hese are som e of the reasons 
w hy Atlas, unlike N avaho,

the dividing line between fact and 
opinion can be most vague or that 
it can be obscured entirely by an 
unscrupulous broadcaster. 
I have I o completely reassur­ 
ing answer for these questions 
or doubts, if they be that.

stead, I can offer only an explan 
'at ion. 
Essentially, it is this; a 
broadcaster is like a doctor to 
the extent that over the long 
term he will thrive or fall by 
the degree of public confidence 
that resides with him 
The lack 
of integrity may not show up in 
one broadcast, as a lack of pro­ 
session ti ethic may not reveal 
itself id a simile medical ease; 
hut over the weeks and months it 
will be revealed 
There are many news broad­ 
casters whose regard for the pur­ 
ity and sanctity of news is far 
out in front of the general pub­ 
lic's concern about it. They are 
not. let me hasten to add. im­ 
mune to error or guaranteed

faulty 
judgment;

their integrity is sound 
Perhaps 
these rules-of-thumb 
might he helpful: does the broad­
